New' York has lost tv o unique an I 
conspicuous citizens— Mayor Gaynor 
M id “Big Tim" Sullivawe. ^1: ; nor was 
I In a class by himself. 
Sullivan was a 
type. 
Md was a natural product of 
the good and bad which enter Into 
life in large American municipalities. 
He acquired wealth and power and 
prestige, because he was sturdy and 
industrious and determined, but never 
a breadth of moral horizon, largely 
because be never had the chance. His 
qualities were those of the heart, not 
the mind. 
H e had the reputation of 
being true to his friends, loyal to his 
causes and com passionate toward vis­ 
ible misfortune. 
But his mental de­ 
velopment w as not of a sort to give 
him concern for the abstract moral­ 
ities. 
He was reared in a hard school 
and as a hardy man he liked tile edu­ 
cation. 
So he did his best to perpet­ 
uate the system , in full w illingness 
that others should rise, as lie had 
risen. 
In Gaynor the mind was supreme. 
He. had a brilliant intellect that show ­ 
ed him life and its philosophies from 
angles that Sullivan could not know.
